I, the undersigned, Secretary and Treasurer of the New 
Mexico Institute for the Blind, beg to submit the following 
report of the progress of said Institute, and the Receipts 
and Disbursements of the Funds belonging to said Institute, 
for the last two fiscal years ending November 30th, 1906. 

On June 2nd, 1905, the Board of Trustees of the New 
Mexico Institute for the Blind, accepted from the contractors, 
Jolly and Lovelady, the new Institute Building. Under their 
contract the basement and the attic were not to be finished, 
as the Board of Trustees were afraid that there would not be 
funds enough available to complete the whole building. | 

On April 7th, 1906, after being advertised, the contract for 
finishing the basement of the said Institute building, was let 
to Mr. S. E. Pelphrey for $1,378.00, he being the lowest and 
best bidder. 

On June 11th, 1906, the Board after advertising and receiv- 
ing bids for the furnishings and equipment for said Institute, 
the contract was let to Mr. T. H. Springer of El Paso, Texas, 
he being the lowest bidder, for the sum of $1,780.28. 

On July 15th, 1906, the contract for büilding a fence around 
the twenty acres belonging to said Institute, using Union 
Locke and Field fence, except three hundred feet of Union 
close mesh Fence, immediately in front of the Institute build-, 
ing, was let to Mr. T. Jeff Johnson, after being advertised, 
he being the lowest and best bidder, for the sum of $410.00. 

The Board secured the services of Mr. S. H. Gillas Su- 
perintendent, Miss Louise Butler as Principal, and Miss 
Mary Keebler as Teacher, the first two were employed at the 
Tennessee Institute for the Blind at Nashville, Tenn., Mr. . 
Gill as first Asst. Superintendent, and Miss Butler as teach- 
er. Miss Keebler comes from the Pennsylvania Institute for 
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the Blind at Overbrook, Pa., and isa graduate in English, 
Literature and Music 

The Institute opened for school on the 10th day of Septem- 
ber, 1906, and received the first scholar on the 18th of the 
month. At the time of this report there are sixteen scholars, 
with a number yet to come. 

The course of studies taught in the institute is the same 
as taughtin our public schools, except the scholars of the 
Institute are taught music. 'l'he scholars attend school in 
the morning from eight o'clock to twelve o'clock a. m. with 
a recess offifteen minutes. In the afternoon the boys are 
taught to make brooms and cane chairs; the girls are taught 
to sew by hand and machine, bead work ‘and raphe work. 
There are at present eight boys and eight girls attending the 
Institute. 

The Institute building is all complete except the attic 
which is to be finished into four large rooms aS soon as 
needed. 

The grounds of the Institute are unfinished; the ground 
immediately in front of the building is to be broken up and 
seeded to lawn grass and planted with shrubbery; a walk to 
be made from the front of the building to the walk gate, also 
a gravel roadway from the two road gates to the building. 

This report is given as representing the actions of the 
Board of Trustees of the New Mexico Institute for the Blind, 
during the two years’ service, ending November 30th, 1906.
